Judge Frazer of Portland Says That
Most of the Causes for Divorce
Are Due to Mean and Brutal
Husbands.

Tt Is estimated that over one thou-
sand divorces were granted in Oregon
last year,

*Nine-tenths of the
Multhomah county and practically the
efitire state are due to the meahiess
of the husbands, The divorce laws of
Oregon are none too lax. In fact |
am surprised that so many women
stand the abuse which iz heaped upon
them by men who are not fit to be
husbands. There is never a divorce
granted without cause, and in many
Instances there I more than a good
eause.

Such is the opinion of Judge A L
Frazer concerning the so-caled “di-
varce evil,” In very few instances, In
his opinion, 18 the divorce law abused,
and In a great many more cases it is
not taken advantage of when there
exists abundant cause, Although there
are a large number of Jdivorce granted
in Multnomah county each year, the
number, says the judge, Is not out of
proportion to the rest of the state or
to any other community In the United
States of equal population.
